The Capitalization Scheme- 

"A' certain-v man," 80 ranB,.ttho fablo, 
"had'th'o good fortuua to possess a gooso 
thab laid him a goldeu egg evcrj dajr. But 
diBsatisfiod -with BO alow an income, nml 
thinking to soize tho whole treasure at 
oiico, ho killed tlio gooso; and, cutting: lier 
oiien, found' her-juMt liko iiny other i^ooso" 
Tlio o:ii)Ltnli/.inK i)olioy of llio IolmI iid- 
miniatriition bi'ing.s tlio old fiiMo forcibly 
to Diind. In boeoiniiig ii partuor in tlu> 
oiiiifudf^ratoil lirm, ths dobt of Britiyli 
~lji)luiubiii waa less than thnt of tho other 
partuovs, aud it was agreed thatahe should 
recoivo tivo per cout. per annum on tho 
difference in porpotiiity. From this aonrce 
Britisli Columliia reneives, and is entitled 
to recaivo forovar, forty-eight thousand 
dollars i'7ear, in round numbers, ''iiut 
dissatisfied with so slow an income, and 
thinkiiig to seize the whole treasure nt 
once," tho Government proposo to kill 
"^hs Canadian goose that lays this golden 
egg every year Th9 ohjuct of tha pio. 
.■eut article is to point out some of the rea- 
sons why we reganl this proposal as un- 
wise and franght with (langsr to thii 
country. To take away this .yjurco of re- 
venue would bo to snrronilor by just so 
-much the only perniniient basis of Pro- 
i^yincial credit, without tho power over to 
replace it. Ask one of our Ijankers, nek 
any commercial man at all familiar with 
"such niatterr), and he will tell you that it, 
is thesi? presumably pofuiaiieiit lA^lord 
reveiiues \vbic;ii '.'oiistitnte the real ba^is 
of Proi'iiieial ereJiL in this instance. Take 
these away and what would Uritish Cnl- 
umbia have loft witli whieh to 
enter the money markets of Eiig- 
laiid 'as a borrower? Her local re- 
venues? Why, these fall under a 
hundred thousand iloilnrs, anil are more 
than abiorbed liy ollieialdoni ! Vi'oshunld 
simply be laughed ut did wo oiler sueh 
sec aritj.,v Viewing the matter in this 
light, it- will be seen thut it would l)o a 
dangerous and suicidal act to disturb the 
basis of these Federal subsidies. Jiut, 
admitting for tho sake of arf^ument tliat 
it would be wi.se to sl-Izh upon and spend 
that capital stun, we sliouUi still be dis- 
posed to iiiiL'stioii the ri;-,'ht of tlu; Legis- 
lature to do -so witlioat a iiiri>ct couatitu- 
tional upjical to tlio cou.stitiient boilies. 
These Federal Hub.sidierf constitute tho li- 
nanciul biisi;', tho vital .part of thesohoiuo 
of uuioL; ftn<i it will be remembered that 
tho scheme itself had to bu submitted to 
the whole people for tlioir approval. 
In tho same way wo contuiul that anypro- 

eosal to alien u^c or disturb that basis, 
owever much it migiit apparently have 
to recommend it, ought of common right 
and fairness to be submitted in like man- 
ner Lo tho wh(de ])eojjle, In otiier words, 
it is only tbu power which sanctioned and 
ratified the .sclieiiio that has a right to 
chuugu or abrog.itt! Llie vital p.irt of it. 
That the House would be justiliod, there- 
fore, iu enterlttining tbo Ciovernment pro- 
posal without the speeilic and unequivo- 
cal consent of the people, we most exi)li- 
citly deny. In one sense, doubtless, the 
power exists ii. tlio Legislature; but few 
sensible per.sous will advise an e.-cerciso i.f 
it in this instance; nor will those nieni- 
bers who coutemplato seeking re-election 
be very likely to take the reins .so com- 
pletely into their own bauds as to u.surp 
prerogatives which Hliould over repose in 
the coustituent bodies. There is another 
objection to the Clovernment scheme, par- 
taking more or loss of thu theoretical. It 
IS virtnnlly opening up and changing the 
terms of union; and surely it isa most i;.- 
oppurtutie and dangerous moment to do 
that, when liriti.sli Columbia liiid.s it no- 
cchsary to take her stand upon these terms 
and insist upon their fulliliiicnt at IIk- 
Ijands of a new (iovernmenl at wlio.sc 
feelings and intentions towards her sue 
can as yet do little more than guess. One 
can eaiuly understand tho readiness of 
Mr, Matikonzie to enter into negotiations 
with British Columbia for oiiening up 
and changing the treaty oliligations, as 
paving tho way li>r pi'0]>os,ils now held in 
reserve to make changes that may make 
her stare and stagger. "iNo! no!" Brit- 
ish Columbia's only true safety at tho 
I)resent time is to take a firm stand on the 
Treaty of Union and insist u])on its faith- 
ful fullilir.ont; and surely IIk; paltry and. 
us wo riliall jircbcntly euilcavor to show, 
unreal advantages pn>iiiisu(l by I ho (i iv- 
ernmcnt .scheme could never jii-til'..- tlic 
lisk tho Province would iric^ir in t.uiiiicr- 
ing with those terms, fii-t us turn fi'om 
the tb;'.orei(;al to the more practical objec- 
tions. Looking at tbo proposal [(lucly as 
atinaucial transaction, h^t us .'scii what it 
has to recouiiuend it to tho t i.x-paycr-: 
Leaving entirely out of right the vital 
^n-uuds of objection ab'cady adverted to, 
the proposal may in .some important re- 
pects not unfairly be regarded iu the 
light of abjan at Uvo per cent, pfcr annum 
l^ow, wouKl it he prudent tor Jjri;i.-^h Col- 
umbia at tbo prosiMit tiuic to liurrow to 
the extent of uoarly a million for .sarh 
works as are conleiaphiti'd;' To our niiud 
it would not. Are wo told that tho i)ro- 
j)03;il does not necesiarilly involve tho 
expenditure of tho whole amount? We 
answer, o/c; ' in (/iV th {t r ip'ifiil xuiii nv lUilblo 
and I'll! tohoU: mill melt nirm/ lik.'snoiv itiidrr 
tlic poiv<:i-J'i-l rit'i:: t,f .<ini. L'lider or- 
dinury circiiui .l.iiicc. the ii;iiipi.i.:ioii fn.- a 
' Govorumeut lo spend available nujney is 
very B'^^^' — lmportunetl,as they are, by 
tho members from every District for this, 
that aud the Other object, each as a niai- 
tin- <>r 'oursfl conceiving the claims of his 
own District to bo paramount.

Hero wo have more than 
three-fourths of tho doomed million dis- 
posed of already, and wo leave it to the 
reader to say how far these v/orka would 
prove reproduotivo iu a Provincial sense. 
The remainder of the sum would certain- 
ly not be more than suirieiont to appease 
other parts of the country, and thus it 
may safely be assumed that tho fund 
would not last out theprosont Parliament. 
iMr. Beaven talks about the country hav- 
ing to choose between fresh taxation and 
tho adoption of this brilliant scheme, just 
as if tho scheme he proposes didn't |iuean 
tnxixtiiin itinl tioiiict/iiii^ very much worse. 
It means oijcniiig uptho terms of union 
at tho most critical moment. It means 
e.<travaganco, corru jition and greatly in- 
creased ta.xation or eh o a dei)leted reve- 
nue. It moans the credit of tbo Province 
gone. Onco fjive tho ]ireaont Government 
power to dip into tho Federal o.tchequor 
anil seize the basis of our annual subsidies 
■nnd wliere will it onil ? They modestly 
liuiit their desires to a milliim now. But, 
that gone, the next step will bo to get all 
the otliea subsidies ca]iit<Uizcd. And why 
not? Mr. Mackenzie would only bo two 
glad to capitalize live per cent subsidies, 
when he can get all the money ho wants 
at less than four i]cr centum. Why not? 
It is so nic(> to have money to spend. Poa 
terity? Never miud posterity. "What 
liid )n)slerity over do for me? "exclaims the 
sapient Minister of Finance. To-morrow? 
Let to-morrow take care .of itself. What 
though the money should all be squan- 
dered and the sources of revenue dried 
up? We .-iliall ut hast have tbo satisfac- 
tion of speiidi iig tho money and tho Mi- 
ni-itry tlio means of kee[)ing tliomsclves 
iu |)ower ar.d maintaining their "digni- 
ty." What have the present Government 
done since taking office? They have ex - 
hansted every available revenue -and 
plunged the country into fresh taxation. 
.\nd what is there to shof; f(jr it all? What 
is thereofa useful and re|)rodiiclive kind? 
What but a bloated Executive and a now 
but wors(! than useless portfolio? Hav- 
ing absorbed every revenue and Laving 
madi! an abortive attempt to '"raise the 
wind" by alienating tlio inheritanceof tho 
people— sc'lliiKT tiio agricultur.il lands to 
t lie highest bidder, they now )-)roi)nso, 
with artfully sought aid of I'arliament, 
to kill the goos .' that lays, and would 
evtrcontinuiiif let alone to lay, the gold- 
en egg, "and seize upon the whole trea- 
sure at once.

Tweed and His Associates. 

(Frdui tU'! Toronto Olube.) 

To all appoarauco, a clean sweep is 
to be made ol the fraternity who have 
for years past preyed so remorselsBsly 
upon tho ffnauces of Now York. One 
cannot but wish success to those en- 
gaged in thi.s crusade. Nothing that 
money and threatening cohld accom- 
plish has boon loft uutried to stifle tljo 
uttenipts to expose the barefaced rob- 
bery thatiias for years boeu yoing on 
unchecked in tho largest city of tho 
Union. Nast, tho caricaturist, men- 
tioned tho other evening at a public 
lecture that when he began oxpo.sing 
the robbera iu 'Harper's AVeekly,' 
money 'was offered. It ^as then asked , 
if he would notliko to rq for three 
years to Europe. When that failed, 
tho Boss and his associates bad sufli- 
ciciit influence wilh tho City School 
Trustees to got all tlio bookspiiblished 
by tho Harpers excluded from the 
schools under theii control-r-a step 
which injured tho sale of the firms' 
books by upwards of $50,000 per an- 
num. Tho Now York-'Timos' was tho 
first paper which came out with vigour 
against the iniquity. So formidable 
did it at last prove itself, that the con- 
due tors were "approached." - The 
large sum of a million of dollars was 
offered to a leading shareholder if he 
would part with his stock, and there- 
by give those rascals a majority of 
votes at the 'Times' board. AH, how- 
over, v.'ould not do, and now these 
conspirators are one by one reaping 
as they had sowed, and after a feverish 
time of self-indulgence and apparently 
groat prosperity, aro down to their true 
level among tho criminal population of 
tho country, thoro to meditate on tho 
fact that the pleasures of sin are but 
for a season, and that the ' triumphing 
of tho wicked is short. Tweed has, no 
doubt, often visited Blackwell Island 
in state, a magnate who did with the 
whole of tho city affairs very much as 
he pleased. We can think of him con- 
descending to give the officials a word 
of commendation.or tendering to soino 
of the younger criminals a fatherly ad- 
vice. Now ho has tho prospect of spend- 
ing twelve years clothed iu motley, to 
ho pointed out to visitors as a living 
curiosity — tho former groat city man — 
now shrunk into u mere number, with 
his name, crime and sentence, only 
known by the ticket hung on tho grat- 
ing of his cell. 

The Pitsburg "Dispatch" has a gra- 
\phic but melancholy story to relate of 
the rise and fall of Pithole City, which 
treats the histories of all the cities 
(rf the Western jilains. But rccont- 
.•ly the Daiiford House and all the fur- 
niture it contained, co.stiiug originally 
$;U,000, was sold for ?100, and that is 
but an instance of the general blight 
which has fallen upon tho illustrious 
nuuiicii)ality. It is a remnant of old 
times, anrt within one month after the 
first house was erected, au $S0,000 ho- 
tel was built, la two months n daily 
paper was established, and in three a 
theatre was built. Another month 
added a second theatre and an Acaeo- 
ray of Music, though they did not get 
to the erection of any other academies. 
In five months the city had her mudfiro 
extingnisiier, it being inii)OHsiblo to 
obtain water in tho jjlaco. Tho com- 
pletion of the half year saw seventy- 
four hotels and salocns iu full blast, 
and a population of 15,000. Now she 
is more liko the cities of the plain than 
ever. Hor thealreR imvo vanislicd.lior 
hotels have ])ut up tho shutters, and 
tlio telegra]ili has moved out. But nine 
families remain to mourn tho general 
desolation, and the Pitholo and Oleo- 
polis llailway runs but oiio train of 
cars a day, and that fur tho purpose of 
holding tho charter.. The twining 
woodbine is now the principal product 
of tho place. 

An amusing incident is recorded as 
marking the opening of the present 
.\ustrian Parliament. TiiQ Minister 
of the Crown, according to time-honor- 
ed usage, reciueuted tho oldest nioni- 
bor to assume provisionally tho Pre- 
sidential rank until the election of a 
permanent head. The oldest member 
happened to be a member for Galicia, 
a Polo of tho Jewish persuasion, who 
did not know a word of C'rcrinan. His 
only !iLtc!in[)t to explain liis ignorance 
iu the language ho did not know 
cultniuatcd in the wordb"Nix Dietch," 
Hoars of laughter greeted this naive 
confession. A substitute was easily 
found.

was made a baronet hy Mr. Pitt, and 
died in ISIO worth more than £2,000,000 
sterling. It was tho second who lent a 
million to France to enable that unlucky 
country to rid herself of foreign occupa- 
tion, more ^hon fifty years ago. ■* 

How BA.ZAINIS Osaa^Axio his JxmoE. 
— "X." relates in tho Norfolk Landmark 
that amongr other interesting Items to be 
found in Veron's reminiacencos, souvenirs 
and historiotti of Trianon, is the following 
anecdote by a very aged man, who was 
once under other rogimos an attache of 
the palace: "It was iu the spring of 18.32, ' 
said the old man, "and Louia Phillippo 
had run down to Trianon accomiiained by 
several of his children. Ouo of them, K 
lad of ton years of ago, tired by the close 
coutiucmcut of traveling, as soon as he 
got well on the grounds, in spite of the 
admonitions of his tutor, started on a wild, 
liarum Bcariim scampor over the garden; 
and in his headlong gait tuinl)led very un- 
royally into an artilirial lake. 'I heard,' 
said he, 'the hoy's ciiea, and ran to tuo 
spot, but when 1 reached the lake I found 
ho had boeu pulhul out by a young 'sor- 
gent do service' who had been taking a 
turn iu the garden. The young prince, 
.shivering with cold and dripping liko a 
drowned rat, bi>gge<l the olliuer and my- 
self not to let his father imd his tutor 
know of the mishap, and requested mo to 
conduct him iirivatelj, to his apartments.
